The exhibit case in the lobby of the Danville-Boyle county public 
library was the location of the National Coin Week display of U.S. silver 
coins and Medal's and Paper Currency, in the central part of Kentucky. 

This library is located one block from main st. in downtown Danville, Ky. 
The exhibit material consisted of several Morgan Silver Dollars, and Peace 
Silver Dollars plus Walking Liberty Halves, Franklin Halves and in a special 
place on the top shelf was one Proof George Washington Half and one Un- 
circulated George Washington Half, with a card to explain the special sig- 
nificance of this new commemorative coin. Also there was a 1947 D/D Wash- 
ington Quarter over mintmark, plus Mercury Dimes, a small quanity of paper 
currency showing front and back, The medal's were the Hamilton Mint's 
Spirit of America Collection, some bronze mint medal's of famous american's 
and in a very prominent place A.N.A. Badges and Medal's of various issue's. 


On a nearby table was a wide variety of numismatic information such as 
Coin World, Numismatic News, The Numismatist, some coin books and one page 
printed matter ( see sample printed matter titled N C W 83) order forms 
for the George Washington commemorative coins from the mint, and also 
A.N.A. membership forms as well as other A.N.A. information. My display 
ran three (3) days April 21 & 22 9:00 to 5:00 and on the 23 9:00 to 2:00 
Thursday thru Saturday. 


Many people came in to see the exhibit, ask questions or just talk 
coins and to bring in their coins for evaluation and determine their value. 
There was a group of ten deaf children and two hearing teachers from the 
local state operated deaf school, these people were on a field trip to veiw 
the coin exhibit, Overall attendance this year in spite of bad weather

The National Coin Week Proclamation from Ky. Governor John Y. Brown Jr. 
was applied for on Feb. 16, with a signing ceremony. After several delays 
the signing ceremony and the proclamation was done on April 15, in the 
Covernor's office in Frankfort, Kye; the capitol at about 1:30 pm ( see 
signing ceremony photo). The proclamation was displayed at the exhibit 
(see exhibit photo) in a frame on a stand. Due to the short time between 
getting the proclamation and the exhibit date I could only advertise that a 
proclamation was supposed to be issued. 
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Advertising for National Coin Week in central Ky. this year was accom- 
plished in many ways. In Danville, Ky. on the time & temp. marquee sign 
in front of the Bank of Danville, also on the same type of sign in 
Harrodsburg in front of a federal s/L association, also the same type 
of thing in Somerset, Ky. Poster's (see enclosed poster) were placed in 
bank's and savings and loan'’s and other conspicuous places in towns and 
cities I visited ( see list of radio and tv stations), also posters were 
placed in some of these same towns,schools. There were dozen's of these 
posters placed in these towns and cities in a 60-75 mile wide circle of 
Danville, Ky. (exhibit location).
